London, Feb. 27. — In tlio Parnell coni- 
misaion this morning, on tho opening of 
tho court, Sir Eliohard Webster road a 
statement ou behalf of tlio 'limes, an- 
nouncing tho complete withdrawal from 
tho inquiry of the evidence relative to the 
Parnell and other letters, and expressing 
tho regret of tho Time.i that it over pub- 
lished them. 

When the Paruell commission resumed 
this morning, Attorney-General Webster 
announced Pigott had written to Shannon 
from Paris dated Saturday, but not in 
Pigott's handwriting. The lotto" wan 
read in court. It contained tho same 
confession that Russell read yesterday. 
Pigott acknowledged he forged the fac- 
simile printed by the Times and other 
letters. He admitted he wrote tlio con- 
versation he had with Eugono Davis ut 
Lausanne only from memory. He fabri- 
the letters ho told Houston ho found 
in a bag, and described the process by 
which ho did it. He used genuine let- 
ters of Paruell and Egan, copying closely 
several words of general character, and 
tracing actual wiititig by holding the let- 
tors up against a window and following 
line for lino. Tho second batch of Par- 
noll's ho imitated from fac-similos. In 
this letter to Shannon, he confessed lie 
did not see Breslin in Now York, as he 
testified in court. In conclusion the for- 
ger says Labouchere's account of the in- 
terview between Pigott and him is mainly 
correct. 

After Pigott's letter had been read. 
Attorney-General Webster said: Nobody 
will attach any weight to Pigott's evi- 
dence. It is now our duty to ask lcavo 
to withdraw from considering the genuine- 
ness of tho letters. The publishers of 
tho Times deairo to express their regret 
for the publication of them, and will u 
little later give fuller manifestations of re- 
gret over the matter. Tho Attorney- 
General repudiates the charge made by 
Sir Charles Russell of a conspiracy to hurt 
the Parnellites. 

Sir Charles Russell expressed a deairo to 
investigate tho conduct of Houston, and 
tho conspiracy behind him. 

Judge Hannon suggested in reply that 
Sir Charles place his clients iu the wit- 
ness box and consider what action to take 
concerning Houston. 

PARNELL IN TIIE WITNESS BOX. 

In accordance with tho suggestion, 
Mr. Parnoll was called as a witness. 
His appearance in tho box caused a 
stir in the crowded court room, and 
every eye was fixed upon him. Mr. Par 
n oil in quiet but firm tonoa denied that 
the signature appended to the lotter of 
May 15th was his, nor did ho know by 
whom the letter was written. In reply to 
a question by Sir Charles, Mr. Parnell an- 
nounced that all the letters attributed to 
him were forgeries and declared that those 
with Egan's name attached were equally 
spurious. Tho attorney general asked no 
questions, and Mr. Parnell retired from 
the box. The court thereupon adjourned 
until Friday to allow tho presence of 
Campbell. 

Tho issue of tho second editition of the 
Times, which was usually due at 2 p. m., 
was delayed over an hour to-day, a circum- 
stance almost unprecedented in the his- 
tory of tho paper. It was held back in or- 
der that all the advertisements of the 
pamphlet on "Parnellisin and Crime" 
might bo taken out. It is reported that 
the Times' action was the result of an in- 
junction. 

PLAIN TALK FROM THE "DAILY NEWS." 

The Daily Xevs, in a loader this morn- 
ing, says: "The Time* tried to destroy 
Parnell. but Parnell has destroyed tho 
Timet. Never again shiill any man who 
respects himself hear the baso accusation 
ivithout guile or tho affecting of languid 
disgust. Tho Timet is no representative 
of tho English press, and we do not hosi- 
tate to say there is not another Eng- 
lish newspaper 'capable of engaging in the 
abominable traffic which has led the Times 
to such abyssmal depths." 

HERMAN AND AUSTRIAN COMMENT. 
Tho German and Austrian newspapers 
teem with articles on the collapse of the 
Titiiij ease, and Pigott's perfidy. is the sole 
topic of conversation everywhere. In the 
event of the commission making an 
interim report on tho letters, tho oppo- 
sition leaders will immediately bring tho 
matter before tho House. 

THE TUUNDERER APOLOGISES. 

The Times publishes tho following apo- 
logy; "Mr. Parnell having in tho witness 
box stated that tho letters were forgeries, 
we nccopt in every respect the truth of 
his statement, and deem it right to ox- 
press our regret most fully and sincerely 
at boing induced to publish them. This 
exprossion of regret includes the letters 
falsely attributed to Messrs, Egan, Davitt 
and O'Kelly. Wo firmly believed that 
tho letters were genuine, and it must bo 
evident to »11 reasonable persons that it a 
conspiracy existed, the 'Times was victim- 
ized by, and not a party to it." This 
withdrawal of course refers to tho let- 
ters obtained from Pigott exclusively. 

WITHDRAWN FROM TIIE NEWS STANDS. 

Win. Smith, lord of tho treasury, and 
head of the firm of Smith & Son, news- 
dealers, has withdrawn the Times' phamp- 
let " Parnellisin and Crime, " from his

W. B. Bartlett, Conservative inonibor for 
Horsham, penetrated tho circle, and cor- 
dially shook hands with the Irish loader. 
Parnoll has not yot resolved upon his 
course of action, but it is definitely de- 
termined to follow up the -suggestion of 
conspiracy put forth by Sir Charles Rus- 
sell. 

TttK ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S RESIGNATION. 

It was asserted in the lobby of the 
Mouse of Commons this afternoon that 
Sir Richard E. Webster has offered his 
resignation of the office of attorney-gen- 
eral in consequence of the collapse of tho 
Times' charges against Parnell, but that 
tho Government has as yet declined to 
accept it, believing that to d-> so would 
still further commit the ministry to re- 
sponsibility for the allegations. 

THE PAMPHLETS OUT OF PRINT. 
The Times has withdrawn its advertise- 
ment of " Parnellisin aud Crime," and 
" O'Donnell iv». Walter." Applicants for 
the pamphlets are informed they are out 
of print, It is doubtful if Pigott is in 
Paris. It is said that ho cashed a check 
for yesterday morning iu Loudon.

the forger's extradition. 
Tho escape of Pigott has not oxcitod 
any more interest than has beon aroused 
by tho question how to got him back to 
England. Extraordinary dilliculty will 
he experienced in securing his extradition, 
oven if found in a country with which the 
British government has a treaty covering 
most offences against the law, and many 
legal minds havo been concentrated 
to-day upon the technicalities pos- 
sible to bo brought into requisition to 
endeavor to bring tho forger to the 
clutches of the English courts. A legal 
forger is ombraced only by tho signing of 
a cheque, note or other negotiable instru- 
ment with a view to obtaining money 
thereon, and does not comprehend the 
forging of letters, The question is raised,

Ho then went 
out and placed tho muzzle of the gun 
against his left temple, blowing the top of 
his head on'. Before leaving his house to 
hunt his wifo ho locked tho live children 
in the building and deliberately sot tire to 
it. After he loft tho burning building the 
children escaped by breaking a window 
and climbing out, and are being cared for 
by friends. 

Kxploitlou of Natural Cias. 

Pitttburq, Fob. 27.— At seven o'clock 
this morning tho residence of Michael 
Murray, on Brownsville avenue, was to- 
tally wreckod by three explosionsin quick 
succession of natural gas that had filled 
the house during tho night from s leak in 
tho stioet main. The bed on which Mr. 
Murray was sleeping was blown through 
the side of the house into tho street. Mr. 
Murray is, perhaps, fatally injured. Mrs. 
Murray and ono daughter were slightly 
burned. Another daughter and a son 
were hurt by flying glass and reoeived 
other injuries by jumping from the boc- 
ond story window to tho ground.

Hutchison, Kans., Fob. 27. — Post- 
master J. W. Anderson, of Collins, No 
Man's Land, reached Kansas yesterday, 
and said that ho and a dozou othor set- 
ters had been driven out of the neutral 
strip by a gang of cowboys belonging to 
tho ColoraJo and New Mexico Cattle Co.

The report of 
Ivan Michael accompanies and illustrates 
tho report of tho committee. Tho report 
says that there is invested in mining lands 
in the territories by aliens $29,503,705, 
which has paid in dividends about $4,707, - 
800. Tho profits may havo boon greater 
than this, but certainly the original capi- 
tal has not boon returned to the invest- 
ors. The investment of foreign capital 
in tho mines of torritoritios before the 
passage of the act prohibiting such invest- 
ments insisted in tho purchase of patented 
claims. Tho purchasers usually paid a 
full consideration and frequently exhor 
bitant prices for this property. Th 
money they brought in helped to develop 
tho country. The peoplo of the terri- 
tories, the committees say, do not object 
to tho investment of aliens' oapital, but 
rather invito it, aud the committees 
thinks it would bo as well if the law in 
relation to tho matter wero repoaled.

CARIBOO DISTRICT. 

Frank Barnard, M, P., Talks About His Dli. 
trlct-Confldont Iu Its Future. 

The Ottawa Correspondent of the Mon- 
treal Gazette, sends his paper the follow- 
ing in regard to Cariboo's new member: 

Frank Barnard, the new member for 
Curiboo, British Columbia, who arrived 
last week, has unlimited confidence in the 
future prosperity and development of the 
district which ho has the honor to repre- 
sent in parliament. In speaking of his 
constituency, which lies to the north of 
the Canadian Paoific railway, and which 
probably in point of area is the largest 
electoral district in Canada, although the 
white population at present does not ex- 
ceed 3,000, he says his district possesses 
great natural resources, which only re- 
quire aome enterprise and capital to 
develop. The far famed Curiboo gold 
diggings, which have produced since their 
discovery in 1801, about forty millions of 
dollars, and from which the district took 
its name, are locntod about 300 miles 
north of the Canadian Pacino 
railway. These mines were the 
richest placer diggings in the 
world, all the gold having been 
taken out of the bed of half a dozen small 
creeks, the auriferous portions of which 
did not exceed more than a mile in length 
and from perhaps 100 feet to a half mile 
in width. Although worked continuously 
for twenty-seven years, and the gold ex- 
tracted only from the surface, these mines 
still continue to produce largely, the out- 
put for 1888 being roughly estimated at 
about half a million. Quartz and hy- 
draulic mining are yet iu their infancy. 
The inuccesibility of the district owing to 
its distance from the base of supplies 
have up to the present prevented tho suc- 
cessful carrying on of the former indus- 
try. Two quartz crushing mills have 
lately, however, been erected in the dis- 
trict from which good results are ex- 
pected. The country is literally inter- 
sected with quartz veins, all gold-bearing, 
and when cheaper transportation facilities 
are afforded by the construction of rail- 
ways, which within a fewyears, must make 
their advent in Northern Biitish Colum- 
bia, then this district will without a 
doubt take its place as the greatest gold 
producing centre in America. The re- 
sources of this district are not wholly min- 
eral, for stock raising is quite an import- 
ant industry and the fruit-growing capa- 
bilities of tho valley of the Fraser for a 
distance of several hundred miles through 
the heart of the country aro immense. 
All the larger fruits, such as apples, pears 
and plums, are of a superior quality and 
flavor. Grapes have not been cultivated 
largely, but vitaculture promises to be 
one of the great industries of the future, 
tho bench lands of the Fraser being pe- 
culiarly adapted tor tho successful cultiva- 
tion of tho vine. Timber is abundant, 
and the manufacture of lumber must, 
when n market is created by the develop- 
ment of the minernls; become quite an im- 
portant item. Mr. Barnard is engaged in 
a variety of enterprises in his province, 
and is a groat enthusiast in its vast cap- 
abilities and magnificent resources.

Daily marking in schools, which is 
really a matter of departmental detail, 
has been made to assume the proportions 
of a political question. It scorns a pity 
that matters of such small importance 
should be unduly magnified in this way. 
One would think that tho Legislature of 
the province had matters of greater mo- 
ment to consider than whether tho mark- 
ing in schools should be daily or weekly 
or monthly. Members who magnify mat- 
ters of this kind must not complain if 
when they seo the provincial Legislature 
treated with scant respect, and hoar men 
of sense anil experience declare that re- 
sponsible government was extended to 
this province twonty years too soon 
When the Lieutenant-Governor is called 
upon to exercise his prerogative in a 
paltry dispute about a settlement road, 
and when the attention and the time of 
the Legislative Assembly is taken up by 
an unimportant detail of school manage- 
ment, it is not surprising that men of in- 
telligence deplore that the Opposition have 
not yet conceived something like an ade- 
quate idea of the functions of the Govern- 
or and the Legislative Assembly of the 
province. The members of tho Opposi- 
tion are, whether they seo it or not, doing 
their best to bring tho governmental insti- 
tutions of the province into contempt. 
When the immense importance they at- 
tach to little things is seen the intelligent 
observer is forcibly reminded of Lilliput 
and of the standard by which the inhabit- 
ants of that land of monnikins measured 
the relative importance of mundane af- 
fairs. 

This marking business may be looked 
upon by a few teachers as a subject of tho 
highest importance, but it is really 
very insignificant and should bo left to be 
settled by the department of Education 
without tho interference of parsons who 
really do not know enough about 
school affairs to form an intelligent opin- 
ion upon it. We would ask the members 
of the Legislature themselves how many 
there are of them who know enough about 
daily marking to be able to decide wheth- 
er the system adopted by the Government 
is a good one or not. We venture to say 
that there tire not three men in the As- 
sembly who are in a position to come to 
an intelligent decision on a purely techni- 
cal matter like this. This is no reproach 
to them. We are quite sure 
that if Mr. Gladstone or Lord 
.Salisbury were asked their opin- 
ion upon this or any similar subject 
they would decline to give one. They 
would say they knew nothing about it, 
that it was a professional question on 
which professional men could alone de- 
cide. Members of tho Assembly are not 
expected to know everything and that 
member is tho wisest who sees the limits 
of his knowledge and does not attempt to 
pronounce upon questions with which he 
is almost wholly unacquainted. 

It may bo said that professional men 
who have had experience in this matter 
of daily marking and have declared that, 
it is impracticable. Hut there aro others 
whose ^experience is as great, if not 
greater, and whose ability is not inferior, 
who assert that it is both practicable and 
beneficial. A teacher who has lately 
written on the subject says that the sys- 
stein which wo suggested in a late issuo 
"would suit admirably the teacher of a 
rural school who enjoyed the luxury of 
training sorno fifteen or twenty pupils. 
He could leisurely examine even with 
minuteness each pupil in every subject, 
and could from actual knowledge and 
without drawing anything from conjecture 
prepare a report that might be accepted 
as reasonably accurate and reliable." 
Here wo have a professional opinion that 
tho system of daily marking can bo car- 
ried out in about live-sixths of tho schools 
of the province. There are in it three 
high schools, four ward Bohools, nine 
graded schools, and eighty-three common 
schools: Ninety nine in all. There aro 
sixteen city schools, leaving 81! schools to 
which tho daily marking Hyatom is admit- 
ted to bo applicable by a toaehor who is 
evidently not an admirer of the system. 

Teachers of experience will readily boo 
that a marking system which is applicable 
to schools in rural districts in which ono 
teacher must inst ruct children in .ill stag, 
es of progress and in many chases, it is 
equally applicable to graded Bchools where 
tho number of pupilH is greater but the 
number of classes much fewer. There is 



left only tho throe high schools and tho four 
ward schools, to which the siinpleat and 
most effective system of marking is alleged 
to be inapplicable. Surely soma system of 
marking can bo dovised for thcao schoolB 
which will moot tho requiretnontB of the 
Government. Tho Department is not ox- 
acting; it is not wedded to any particular 
system. All that it requires, as wo un- 
doi-Btnud, is that a regular system of mark- 
ing ho adopted on tho daily principle, 
and that tho record be as full as is practi- 
cable and perfectly faithful. This is cer- 
tainly not unreasonable. 

It is to be regretted that 
some teachers are found in this mat- 
ter placing themselves in an attitude that 
looks vory much like antagonism to tho 
Government. A contest between tho 
authorities and the toachors is greatly to 
be deprecated. Teachers of nil others 
should set a good oxatnplo of obedience to 
lawfully constituted authority. Thoy have 
made their engagement to teach under 
the direction of tho department. Thoy 
aro very well paid for all tho work they 
are called upon to do, and if daily mark- 
ing appears to some of them a little on- 
erous they should remember that in car- 
rying it out they aro only fulfilling tho 
conditions of their engagement and con- 
sequently doing w hat it is clearly their 
duty to do. 



THE OPPOSITION'S POVERTY. 

It is tho duty of tho representatives of 
the people to see that the public accounts 
tire correct, and that the taxes paid by the 
people are honestly and judiciously ex- 
pended. But there is a right and a wrong 
way of doing this. Tho financial year 
ends on the 30th of Juno and tho public 
accounts, up to that date, should bo ready 
for tho closest examination when the Leg- 
islature meets. Tho Government of tho 
day should be prepared to render the 
minutest account of tho money collected 
and expended during the past financial 
year, and they should bo required to give 
an exact statement of tiio financial condi- 
tion of tho province up to tho end of tho 
financial year. Tho examination cannot 
be too strict, and tho Government cannot 
complain if the House requires the fullest 
information with respect to every item of 
expenditure. 

Hut it is somewhat different with tho 
accounts of tho current year. The Rev- 
enue Act, wo know, calls for " a further 
statement of revenue and expenditure as 
brought to account at tho Treasury De- 
partment from tho termination of tho fin- 
ancial year to the latest date practicable." 
This furthor statement should be in the 
form of an abstract. To give details is 
altogether unnecessary and we do not be- 
lievo that they aro asked for by any legis- 
lature in the Dominion except that of this 
province. The reason of this is quite 
plain to any man acquainted with busi- 
ness. A statement of Government ac- 
counts for the first six months of the fin- 
ancial year is necessarily imperfect and 
to the ordinary reador misleading. Tho 
greater part of the expenditure for tho 
year is made between July and tho latt of 
December. In those months nearly all 
the contracts are given for roads, bridges, 
public buildings, school houses, etc., but 
those are the months in which 
very little of tho provincial revenue is 
collected. By far the greater part of that 
revenue is paid in in the last two months 
of the fiscal year, May and Juno. Con 
sequently any statement of the first half 
yoar'a accounts will show a very large ex- 
penditure and a very small income. The 
deficit will_ look alarmingly large. But 
the reverse of this takes place in tho sec- 
ond half year.. In it tho revenue is largo 
and the expenditure small. In order, 
therefore, to get a fair statement of tho 
finances of the province the ^transactions 
of tho year as a whole must bo taken. 
The detailed statement which is made up 
to the olst of December does not show 
and cannot show the true state of tho 
finances of tho province. Tho work hi 
making it is labor thrown away, for 
it must be all done over again ivhen the 
yearly accounts are made out. Owing to 
to the peculiar circumstances of the prov- 
ince, a statement of public accounts for 
the first part of the current year, to be 
reaily for the legislature, should not bo 
later than to the oOth of November. As 
to giving the accounts "up to date", tho 
idea is perfectly absurd. It could not be 
given, and if it were it would bo of little 
or no use. An abstract of income and ex- 
penditure could be made at a very short 
notice, and would cost the province a 
mero trifle, but the detailed account now 
furnished serves no better purpose and 
costs a good deal of the people's money. 

The Opposition's growling about tho 
delay in getting the half-yearly statement, 
and their demand for an account up to 
date aro mero clap-trap. If its mem- 
bers suspect that there is anything wrong 
with respect to any matter of expenditure 
they can ask for specific returns as often 
as thoy consider them necessary and tho 
Government would hardly refuse them any 
information that it would be possible to 
give. The books in tho Treasurer's office 
aro always open to the Legislature and 
the Auditor can bo examined whenever 
tho House or one of its committees con- 
siders it necessary. But we must not ex- 
pect moderation or demands founded on 
common sense and business principles 
from the Opposition. If they had not 
the little groundless grievances which they 
manufacture, thoy would be altogether 
without capital. Thoy confess to being 
without " ammunition " and "data," bo 
when thoy try to create thorn it is per- 
haps somewhat cruol to expose thoir shal- 
low little dovicea.

A COLLAPSED CASE. 

Triu suadon and complete collapse of 
tho Times caac was a surprise to the pub- 
lic, and must have filled tho hearts of the 
Gavernment and their supporters with 
dismay. No ono could imagine that the 
caso of tho Times was built on so unsub- 
stantial a foundation. It was natural to 
suppose that statements mado with such 
confidence, and which related to subjects 
of such very great importance, would bo 
basod on something stronger and moro 
reliable than tho unsupported assertions 
of traitors and spies, wdio were known to 
bo doubly foresworn. Who would think 
that men of business — men who had been 
entrusted with tho direction of a great 
newspaper which had become a national 
institution, would be so wanting in ordi- 
nary prudence as to risk its reputation 
and a vory groat portion of its means on 
tho mero word of men who must have 
boon perjurers and unfaithful to the trust 
reposed in them when they sold them the 
information and tho documents on which 
they relied to prove their eaBe. Every 
one takes tho evidence of a traitor and a 
spy with distrust. Unless it is confirmed 
by tho testimony of honest men whoso 
word cannot bo doubted, and by circum- 
stances which cannot lio it is simply 
worthless. Yot it was on the evidence of 
men of the worst character and 
no other that the managers of 
the Times depended to prove the 
authorship of tho letters alleged 
to have boon written at the instance of 
Mr. Pamell and signed by him. A little 
enquiry must have shown the managers of 
the Times that Pigott was not a man to 
bo believed on his oath, and that Lo 
Caron had broken so many oaths that ho 
would have no scruplo in breaking one 
more. What any shrewd man might have 
expected eamo to pass. The witnesses 
with such a black record could not stand 
the tost of cross-examination. Thoir test- 
imony made no impression on tho public 
mind and tho witness on whom they 
placed tho most reliance broke completely 
down. Ono cannot but feel sympathy 
with tho managers of tho Times. Thoir 
discomfiture is complete and they will 
have, no doubt, to pay heavily for thoir 
rashness and want of discernment. 
No one but tho most unreasoning partisan 
supposes for a moment that the British 
Government is responsible for the folly of 
the Times, Thoy will in fact be great 
sufferers by its failure to prove its caso 
against Pamell and his aosociates. They 
will have to sutler severely for having 
placod confidence in tho discretion and 
judgment of the managers of that paper. 
But it is useless to speculate on the con- 
sequences, near and remote, of this gigan- 
tic fiasco of tho Thunderer.

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Ladner presented the petition of 
T. F. Sinclair and 60 others, asking for 
tho extension of a wagon road to Maple 
Ridgp, 

IIEPORTS, 

Col. Baker presented the report of the 
select committee} on standing orders and 
private hills, staling that the standing 
orders had been complied with ill the 
petitions for acts of incorporation of the 
Columbia and Kootenay Railway and 
Navigation Co., and the National Electric 
Tramway Oo, 

A CHANGE IN TUB COMMITTEE. 
Mr, Suralill moved to substitute tho 
names of Mr. Ladner and Mr. Tolmie, 
for tho names of Mr. Botivon and Mr. 
Biggins on tliu committee appointed to 
investigate the artesian well boring exper- 
iment. 

Mr. Ladner had uo objection to serving 
on the committee but complained that the 
House disregarded tho opinions of select 
committees ns expressed in their reports. 

Mr. Senilin was requested to place his 
motion on tho notice paper. 

NATIONAL EXBCTRIO TRAMWAY CO. 

Mr. Anderson asked leave to introduce 
B bill to incorporate the National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Co. 

Leave granted. Hill read a first time 
and referred to the select standing com- 
mittee on private bills. 

TILE POISONS BILL. 

Mr. Uiggins moved the second reading 
of the Poisons Bill. 

The hou. mover pointed out the great 
necessity of providing some nioro strin- 
gent measure for preventing the adminis- 
tering of poisons by mistake. He re- 
ferred to the common blunder of giving 
lotions for internal mixtures by mistake, 
owing to the poisons' bottles not being 
distinctly dill'erent from all others. Ho 
referred to a lamentable case which oc- 
curred a few weeks ago in this city, whore 
a young life was lost by the bottles used 
for harmless liquids and for poisonous 
lotions being very much alike. His bill 
provided that poisons should be put up in 
bottles covered with sharp raised points 
on tho cork, which no one could possibly 
mistake for bottles in ordinary use. 

Mr. T. Davie advised the hon. member 
for Esquimalt to delay the passage of his 
bill until he saw tho provisions of the 
" Pharmacy Act. " It would be well, he 
thought, to incorporate the two measures. 

Hon. Mr. Turner asked if the bottle 
which the lion, member proposed to com- 
pel tho use of was not manufactured by 
one firm, who held a monopoly thereon. 
"Would not the passage of the measure be 
interfering with trade and commerce? 

Mr. Higgins, in answer to Mr. T. 
Davie's remarks, stated that he was per- 
fectly willing to incorporate his bill in the 
"Pharmacy Act." 

On motion tho debato was adjourned. 
a RETURN, 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a return of 
fines and forfeitures, probate fees and 
miscellaneous receipts, asked for by the 
hon. member for Cassiar. 

Mr. Grant — Thanks. 

ELECTION UEGULATIONH BILL. 

Mr. Higgins moved the adoption of the 
report on the Election Regulations Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved, on tho motion 
to adopt the report of the committee on 
the second reading of Bill (No. 8) entitled 
"An Act to amend the Election Regula- 
tion Act," the following additional elauso 
as section 7: 

"7. This act shall not como into force 
in the districts of Yale and Lillooot until 
such time as a majority of tho registered 
voters in each, or either of these districts 
shall petition tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
council to have the provisions of the act 
applied to them." 

He remarked that there was very little 
necessity of enlarging upon his motion. 
The question had already been thoroughly 
discussed. He was forced to introduce 
his resolution in tho interests of his con- 
stituents, who, by it, could give expres- 
sion to their viowH on the merits of the 
act. 

The clause was read a first and second 
timo. 

The hon. Attorney-General said that 
counting of voets at polling stations was 
opposed au far back as 1*77, as we aro in- 
formed by Hon. Mr. Boaven, who intro- 
duced the Ballot bill of that yoar. Lt 
was alno opposed two sessions ago, the 
reason on both occasiois being the same 
— that in the up country districts tho sys- 
tem Would have tho effect of disclosing 
how voters cast their ballots at those poll- 
ing stations where there were but few 
voters. Their objection was as well 
founded to-day as formerly. In at least 
three if not four of the Lillooet polling 
stations the voters were so few that there 
would be no secrecy in the ballot. 
Ho was not, therefore, prepared to 
commit his district to a measure 
tho application of which would inflict the 
injustice on some voters of having their 
votes disclosed. There had been no an- 
swer to this objection and it was unan- 
swerable, If other districts wanted the 
bill let them have it, but it was unsuited 
to tho upper country. Another objection 
was that tho count of the deputy return- 
ing officers, as he read the bill, would bo 
taken as final — certainly so in case of a 
lost ballot box. The Dominion Act, 
from which this bill was part- 
ly taken, allowed his return to be 
questioned. If it were only the counting 
of ballots there would be no difficulty 
but thoro were frequently disputed ballot 
papers— for instance he knew of ink be- 
ing used instead of pencil to mark ballots, 
without blotting paper, with the result of 
the reproduction of the marks opposite 
Dl her candidates names. Apparently the 
\ er had voted for four instead of two 
candidates. You could tell tho two he 
actually voted for only by the scratching 
the pen had made on tho paper. Wore 
those two entitled to the ballots / There 
were several such ballots and the decision 
upon them might have decided tho elec- 
tion. He mentioned this caso to show 
t'.. it was not a matter of course that a 
di luted ballot should be decided cor- 
r< tly and that in a close contest the de- 
cision upon a few or even one disputed 
ballot, possibly not erroneous, might de- 
termine the election. Such a power 
should not be cast upon any one officer. 

Mr. Allen endorsed every word that 
had been spoken by tho hon. attomoy- 
ceneral. He called upon every member 
in tho House to give his support, to tho 
amendment. 

Hon, Mr. Robson supported the bill bo- 
cause his constituents wished it. He 
thought that no member would have any 
desire to force tho bill upon the districts 
of Yale and Lillooet, when their repre- 
sentative assured the House that the 
measure was not wanted by them. He 
would BUpport the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys regretted the in- 
ability of the House to make tho bill ap- 
plicable to every district. He could 
nothing else than give the amendment his 
support. 

Mr. Higgins said that as a rule he was 
opposed to patchwork legislation, but ho 
had conio to tho conclusion that it would 
bo well to accord the districts of Ya' 
and Lillooet, that liborty of action which 
their representatives asked for. Ho 
thought that tho poopla of those districts 



would be unanimous in favor of the act 
aftor ,thoy had an opportunity to obsorvo 
its working. Ho would not oppose the 
aniojidmont. 

The amendment was carried, and Clause 
7 incorporated in the bill. 

The report as amended was on motion 
adopted, and the third reading of the bill 
set down for to-day. 

MEDICINE AND SUROEUY SILL. 

lt was niovod that tho report of the 
committee on the second reading of the 
Medicine and Surgery Bill bo received 
and adopted. 

As Mr. Orr had an amendment to offer, 
tho debate was on motion adjourned un- 
til to-day. 

MAUISTRATKs' HILL. 

Mr. Beavon moved that the report of 
tho committee on tho second reading of 
the Magistrates' Bill be adopted. Car- 
ried. 

Tho third reading of the bill was set 
down for to-day. 

MUNICIPALITIES BILL. 
Mr. Boaven moved tho second reading 
of an Act respecting municipalities. 

Tho hon. mover explained at length his 
proposed bill, lt provided for the elec- 
tion each yoar of alderman in the cities of 
the province, doing away with the present 
arrangement by which tho aldermen who 
headed the poll remained in otlice for two 
years, lt also provided for the extension 
of the powers of municipalities, in many 
ways, including the question of sewerage; 
and dwelt with the qualifications of alder- 
men and of voters in municipal elections. 
The hon. mover stated that ho would ex- 
plain his various amendments more fully 
when the bill came up in committee.

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AMATEUR FARMING. 
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Iv as that, writes Lull 
Free. Press. Ills paper, t 
to have an amateur 
have felt that, fur sun 
tho horniest-handed e 
sheet, 1 throw myself 
that Roman fellow, ar 
My experiences in 
somewhat different from thos 
in the many excellent agricultural papers 
we have. The correspondents of those 
journals make money on their farms. 1 
never did. They show how S3.-10 invested 
in chickens in the spring amount to 81,- 
HIH.SO, besides having all the eggs the fami- 
ly could use, and at the end of tho year a 
great many surplus fowls. I have gone 
over these statements in detail and figured 
them up and they wore without flaw, but 1 
never could make tho problem come out 
right in practice. Tho dog ate up several, 
to begin with. When I killed the dog some 
new kind of epidemic that was fond of chick 
ens came along. Then some were stolen and 
the rest got tired of me and went 
away to a neighbor who could understand 
and sympathize with their various moods. 
Thoy refused to lay in the nice comfortnblo 
boxes I provided, but preferred to go out to 
the back fields, accumulate a weaitli of oirgs 
and then sit on them. Finally the hca 
would become weary of the sedentary busi- 
ness when she found seclusion and inactiv- 
ity telling on her health, nod would basely 
abandon the eggs, when a little more close 
attention to the occupation would have re- 
sulted in complete and multitudinous sue 
cess. Their conduct in the matter of laying 
was most ungenerous. When eggs were 
twenty-live cents a dozen the hens would 
go on strike, when eggs were down to 
about eight cents then they all became in- 
dustrious. Fowls seem much more fond of 
gardening than I am. I hate to work in a 
garden; they don't. Nothing delights a hen 
so much as to undertake the entire super- 
vision and cultivation of a newly-planted 
garden. If I could only peg away wilh half 
the industry they do I would be one of the 
richest market gardeners in America. They 
are at it early ami late und they cultivate 
the ground in a beautiful way that leaves it 
quito ready for planting something else. 
The first time I planted seeds in the garden 
they never came up. "Too deep," a neigh- 
bor told me. but that was before 1 kept 
hens. When the hens got right down to 
business tho seeds came right up every 
time. Hens alwnys have a great crop- 1 
never succeeded in raising any eiop but 
weeds. Canada thistles are my specialty. 
.My neighbor says he never knew any one 
wiio was so successful in raising Canada 
thistles an I am. In fact, my farming has 
caused a great deal of comment in the neigh- 
borhood. I am surrounded by old-time farm- 
ers who never bofore saw agriculture 
carried on by scientific methods. 1 go by 
tho advice of the agricultural journals and 
hand-books of horticulture. They don't. 
They believe in planting certain things in 
certain stages of the moon. I have ridiculed 
the moon theories a good deal, but us their 
crops come up and mine don't, except what 
the hens resurrect of them, I am beginning 
to think that perhaps there is something in 
the moon besides the man. 

But to return to the hens. My hens are 
a particularly high-toned variety. It is al- 
ways best, to go in for the most expensive 
kinds (see Handbook of Fowl Culture, page 
OH). There is no money in the common 
kinds; every body raises them. 1 got a 
do/en of very much warranted eggs. The 
hens that laid those eggs had taken prizes 
at throe State fairs and 1 don't, know how 
many smaller shows. When you get ex- 
pensive eggs you can put a cheap hen on 
them nnd the chickens are warranted to be 
just as good as if a ten-dollar hen did the 
sittUijr. I bought a fifty-cent hen that was

FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 

A Passenger Train ou the Grand Trunk 
Plunges Throngli a Bridge, Sevoral Peo 
pie Using Killed and About Thirty More 
Wounded, 

St. Gborge, Ont., Feb. 28.— The St. 
Louis express on tlio Groat Wostern divi- 
sion of tho Grand Trunk Railway passing 
bore eastward about Ii o'clock this even- 
ing wont through a bridge just east of 
this station, A broken tiro on the engine 
caused tlio rails to spread, and the lirst 
passenger car, the Pullman car and din- 
ing car wont through the middle sootion of 
tho bridge. Tho Pullman car, containing 
most of the passengers, was thrown clear 
olf the bridge, turning completely 
over nnd alighting right side up. 
Tne "dining car stands on end 
against a pier and tho passenger car still 
remains on the bridge.

There are now 
about 1000 tons of ore on the dump, and 
about 9000 tons more are ready in the 
mines. This ore, it has been found, re- 
(|tiires to be roaBted to eliminate the sul- 
phur, before being put in the blast. This 
will occasion nine or ten weeks' delay, 
after which work may be expected to pro- 
coed without interruption. 

Alaska Sealing. 

Col. Barry, who has been watching the 
interests of the United States Govern- 
ment on Seal Island, for the past five 
years, arrived down from Alaska on the 
Ancon and spent Beveral days in Victoria, 
gleaning information concerning the 
methods of Victoria sealers. It is under- 
stood that he has been summoned to 
Washington for tho purpose of giving 
evidence to tho governmont on the ipies- 
tion, and loft yesterday morning for San 
Francisco. While hero he called on 
several sealers and was convinced that 
some statements regarding their practices 
were entirely erroneous, Col. Barry 
spoke in high terms of tho Alaska Com- 
mercial Co. , and is of tho opinion that 
protection over the seals is necessary if 
they are not to be exterminated.

An Arrnnl t oward. 

The individual who furnished tho Times 
with tho item which appeared in last 
evening's issue concerning an|allegod horse- 
whipping case, is sadly in need of a sound 
thrashing himself. To be facetious is in- 
nocent enough, but to cast an unwarrant- 
ed and uncalled for aspersion on a wo- 
man's reputation ia a piece of wantonness 
that brands the writer a veritable cur. 
Because a married woman does not fur- 
nish the paper referred to with a copy of 
her marriage certificate, it is unmanly for 
the writer to assume that one does not ex- 
ist. And right here it might bo remarked 
if a few strong-minded women would take 
the law into their own hands and give 
these cowardly scandal-mongers the horse- 
whipping they so richly deserve, it would 
probably put an end to tho abominable 
practice, too prevalent in this city, of 
blackening (without the slightest grounds) 
the reputations of respectable people. 

The.Wlckershaui Case* 

Tho charge of seduction brought against 
Judge SViokersham, of Seattle, and which 
has been tho principal topic of conversa- 
tion in that city for many weeks past, 
owing to the high social standing of tho 
defendant, has ended in the jury, before 
whom tho case was tried, bringing in a 
verdict of guilty. The hearing of tho 
case occupied several days, the evidence 
on both sides being of a most voluminous 
character and was published in detail in 
the Seattle papers. When the verdict 
was announced tlie presiding judge order- 
ed the arrest of tho defendant, but ho was 
afterwards liberated on bail, It is said 
tho penalty for the offence, according to 
tho laws of Washington, is imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for any period not ex- 
ceeding live years, or a line not exceed- 
ing $1 ,001) and imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail not, exceeding one year. Tho case 
is to bo appealed.

Reddie, for tho church 
wardens of St. John's Church, calling at 
tontion to the muddy condition of Doug 
las street in front of the entrance to tho 
church. Referred to tho street commit- 
tee with power to act. 

From George Winter, calling attention 
to a defective drain at the corner of Cook 
street and Fairfield road. Referred to 
the street committee. 

From S. T. Styles, applying for the 
use of a portion of Johnson street for 
building purposes. Request granted. 

From Zoing and Clancoy, offering to 
build and put in operation one of Steven's 
tiro alarm system of 25 boxes, with me- 
chanical strikers and gongs, for §5, 500. 
Referred to the fire wardens. 

From Zoing and Clancoy, for tho Vic- 
toria District Telegraph Co., asking per- 
mission to erect poles on the streets, and 
requesting a franchise of 4!l years.

TENDERS RECEIVED. 

Tenders were received for work on 
Blanchard, Henry and Wharf streets. 
James Baker's tender of 82.45 per yard 
for blasting a rock on Wharf street, be- 
ing tho only one presented, was accepted; 
John Haggerty 'a tender of §283 for the 
gravelling of Blanchard street, being the 
lowest was accepted; John Haggerty's 
tender of 8572 for the gravelling of Henry 
street was also accepted. 

BANK CREDIT BY-LAW, 

The "Bank Credit By-Law," providing 
for an overdraft of not more than $50,- 
000, was read a second time. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A communication was received from 
Messrs. Eberts and Taylor, city barrist- 
ers, advising that certain amendments to 
the Municipalities Act, in regard to the 
oath to be administered to tho mayor and 
aldermen on their accepting office, bo 
asked for in tho Provincial Legislature. 

On motion the communication was re- 
ceived and a special meeting of the coun- 
cil called for Friday evening of the present 
week to take into consideration this 
and other amendments to the "Munici- 
palities Act." 

REPORTS, 

A report was received from tho street 
committee, stating, among other things, 
that tho city was not in a position to pur- 
chase land for the extension of Birdcage 
walk. The report was on motion adopt- 
ed. 

The reports of the finance committee 
and sanitary committee, dealing with mis- 
cellaneous minor matters, were presented 
and on motion adopted. By the sanitary 
committee's report it was provided that in 
future tho sanitary officer devote his time 
exclusively to the sanitary work of tho 
city. 

Tho park committee recommended that 
cautionary notices be placed in tho city 
park, and that a small fence bo placed 
around tho miniature lake. The report 
was on motion adopted. 

INSURANCE COMPANIES 1 LICENSES. 

The lire wardens presented a report 
recommending that tho rate of insurance 
companies' licenses be not reduced, but be 
increased to 8500 per year. 

Aid. Vigelius dwelt upon the fact that 
tho lire insurance companies, through the 
efficiency of the fire department, were 
making considerable money, and wore 
sending this money out of the country to 
their homo offices, Ho supported tho rec- 
ommendations contained in tho report. 

Aid. Harrison did not favor the adop- 
tion of such a measure, which was a de- 
liberate insult to the petitioners. After 
their communication it could bo regarded 
in no other light. 

Aid. McKillican thought that it would 
do no good to raise tho rate. The insur- 
ance companies would only raise tho rate 
of insurance in the city. 

Aid. Harris supported Aid, McKillcan's 
view of tho quostion, 

Aid. Wilson said that tho lire wardens 
had no intention of insulting tho various 
agents of the lire Insurance companies, 
lie referred to the erroneous statement in 
their petition that thoy were paying more 
than tho running oxpenses of the lire de- 
partment. It was proposed to make the 
department still more efficient, and con- 
siderable more expense would in conse- 
quence havo to bo incurred. 

Aid. Couglllan was in favor of increas- 
ing the foo paid by insurance companies. 
The financial benefits derived from the 
efficiency of the Fire Department wore 
enjoyed by the companies. He thought 
that tho increase was perfectly fair. 

On motion tho clause proposing to in- 
crease tho rate paid by insurance compan- 
ies was. struck out, and tho roport as 
amended was adopted. 

Tho sanitary officer presented n report 
recommending the laying of now drains, 
and the repairing of old ones in various \ 



parts of the city. Tho roport was re- 
ferred to tho streofc committee. 

THE SEWER QUESTION. 
Moved by Aid. Harris, seconded by 
Aid. Wilson, that lenders bo called for, 
for tho construction of the Johnson Btroet 
sewer, and that some one be appointed, 
under the city surveyor, to ascertain tho 
depth of collars throughout the m't.y; only 
one oitizen having sent in the particulars 
of his collar in compliance with the adver- 
tisement. 

Aid. McKillican thought it >rould be 
well for tho council to thoroughly dis- 
cuss the advisability of a combined sewer- 
age system. He favored the soparato 
system of til« sewerage, and thought it 
would bo well for tho council to hold a 
special meeting and consider the relative 
advantages of tho combined and separate 
systems. 

Aid. Coughlau was of the opinion that 
the city should establish a uniform depth 
for collers. At present there were vory 
few collars in the city. Ho statod that a 
glazed pipe sower would bo far more ex- 
pensive than a sower such aa was pro- 
posed. 

Aid. Harrison, as a practical man, 
found a great many faults with the plans 
for tho sower prepared by Mr. Bickering. 
Tho sewor as proposed would not stand 
the strain, unless backed up with concrete. 
Ho wanted to havo a special mooting called 
to consider the seworago question. 

Aid. Harris said that his mind wna 
made up. His was strongly in favor of 
the combined system. It might bo a 
littlo more expensive, but it would givo 
better satisfaction. 

Aid. Wilson considered that tho coun- 
cil wus compelled to goon with tho John- 
son street sower at once. Mr. DeCoamos 
and others had been promised that tho 
work would bo proceeded with aa soon as 
spring opened. Tho council had adopted 
the combined system and tho work should 
bo commenced immediately. 

Aid Vigelius endorsed Aid. Wilson's 
remarks. He referred to the number of 
unemployed men in the city who could bo 
put to work, and remarked that tho work 
must go on at once. 

Aid. Harrison alao wanted tho work to 
be commenced at once, but ho wanted the 
council to bo sure that thoy were adopting 
a serviceable and lasting system before 
they went to work. 

Mayor Grant spoke of thd necessity of 
proceeding with the work at once. 

Aid. Couglllan moved an amendment 
to Aid. Harris' motion, that a special 
meeting bo held on Tuesday evening next 
to consider the question of sewerage. 

The amendment was seconded by Aid. 
Harrison, Aid. Harris withdrawing the 
original motion.

RESOLUTIONS. 

On motion, the city surveyor was auth- 
orized to employ some ono to procure the 
depth of collars throughout tho city. 

Tho Hall committee were on motion 
authorized to employ u caretaker for the 
City Hall. 

Mayor Grant referred to several im- 
portant mattora of public business that 
had been referred to tho various commit- 
tees, and requested them to present their 
reports thereon at the earliest possible 
date. 

On motion of Aid. Couglllan, the com 
munications of F. (!. Richards was takon 
from the tablo and referred to tho street 
committee with power to act. 

Tho council adjourned at 10:20 p.m. 

EXTENDING THE LIMITS. 

The following is tho clause under which 
tho City Council has tho power to extend 
the limits for not more than one-half 
mile on application to the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council. If a municipality 
existed, of course their assent would first 
have to be obtained. The suburba of 
Victoria, being yet under exclusive pro- 
vincial jurisdiction, renders it possible for 
the city to accomplish at slight expense 
what, otherwise mipht prove a very costly 
undertaking. Tho Board of Aldermon 
were wise in their day and generation: 

"5. In case two-thirds of tho Munici- 
pal Council of any city, town or district, 
duly incorporated, do pass a resolution 
affirming tho expediency of extending the 
limits of such corporation, tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council may extend the 
limits of such corporation, and the same 
shall bo defined in letters patent, which 
shall bo published in tho British Colum- 
bia Gazette and abo in a local newspaper: 
Provided that such boundaries shall not 
be extended, on such application, more 
than half a mile beyond the boundaries 
existing at the time of such application; 
and no limits of any corporation or 
municipality shall bo extended, other 
than the corporation of a now existing 
city, unless the consent of tho majority of 
the inhabitants to bo effected thereby bo 
first obtained at a poll to be held for that 
purpose. And such Council shall, subject 
to the liko consent of tho Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, bo at liberty to ox 
tend or contract their limits for police 
purposes only, without such letters patent 
being issued. — [JVb. 5 of 1873, See, 40.]

Peter was elected to contribute fifty 
dollars, together with three dollars costs, 
to the provincial funds, or in default to 
accept free board for a period of two 
months. 

Susan, a member of tho same tribe, and 
tho klootohman of tho aforesaid Potor, 
waa also arraigned on the same charge. 
She was allowed to depart in peace. 

Tho Songishes are evidently partial to 
gin. Joseph, another member of tho 
tribe, admitted the soft impeachment of 
having had a bottle on February 26th. 
He was ordered forthwith to pay to tho 
court. §25, and !?4.50 costs, or work hard 
for tho province for ono month. 

Mary, a Beuchy Bay klootclnnan, 
charged with having a bottle of rod-oyo 
whiskey, was discharged, us sho waa 
Josephs bettor half. 

Doctor, a Boechy Bay Indian, looked 
surprised when told ho muat pay §25 and 
$4.50 costs or go to tho skookum house 
for a month, on account of having been 
in possession *f an intoxicant. 



vidod for tho appointment of a licensing 
board to consist of tho mayor, the police 
magistrato, ono aldorman appointed by 
tho board, and two justices of tho pcaco 
possessing tho same residential and prop- 
erty qualifications l.s tho mayor or aldor- 
men. This board was to have tho right 
to grant rotail liquor licenses. No now 
license was to bo granted except on peti- 
tion signed by more than two-thirds of 
those residing or owning property in tho 
block in which his promises wore situated, 
and in tho block across the streets. The 
same principle would apply to tho grant- 
ing of licenses outside of cities or towns. 
Mr. Beaven concluded hiB remarks by 
stating that ho would explain fully every 
particular of tho bill in committee.

Mr. Boavon— Wo had liquor in it a few 
moments ago. 

Mr. T. Davie said that the introducer 
of tho bill had cortainly sot a task for the 
House. His bill numbered over 0!) pages. 
In glancing through it, while he saw that 
there wore some amendments that wore 
now, tho principal matter of tho Act was 
found to bo consolidation. Ho thought 
that it would have boon well to havo ac- 
cepted tho existing statute, and intro 
ducod such new matter as ho wished in 
tho form of amendment. It did not seem 
to him that there was sufficient organic 
change urged in the bill, to justify its in 
troduction. 

Tho bill waa read a second timo and 
committed for Monday.
